An Independent Weekly Newspaper I** cent of all general brain paraly¬ 
sis cases in Canada’s mental institu¬ 
tions are being permanently cured by 
the use of a treatment first introduc¬ 
ed by Alberta’s Mental Hospital. 

Lf this treatment is applied iivthe 
early stages of the disease, 75 per 
cent of the patients regain normal 
health. Ponoka records are convinc¬ 
ing. Of 114 patients given the treat¬ 
ment, 43 have been discharged as 


The seed cleaning machines for the 
province are at last on definite basis. 
The federal and provincial govern¬ 
ment will share cost of the part pur- 
chasq A ,of six cleaning machines cost¬ 
ing $1700 each. Both governments 
will contribute $350 each on a ma¬ 
chine, while the additional $1000 will 
be supplied by the organizations wish 
ing to buy the machines. 

The travelling seed machines Will 
be built in Edmonton, a nominal 
charge for cleaning will be asked.. 
Any organization taking over a ma¬ 
chine must agree that enough seed to 
supply the immediate needs of the 
farmers must be cleaned, before any 
surplus stock is cleaned. 

The need for any 'very large cen¬ 
tral cleaning plant does not seem 
great. One costing $40,000 would 
easily meet all demands upon it.

If the young teacher can have the 
benefit of more frequent, kindly ad¬ 
vice end supervision under the new 
Act, and, by the centralized scheme, 
lose her sense of isolation, there is 
hope that she will feel a greater se¬ 
curity and permanency in her work. 
There will, for some time, however, 
be more or less isolated districts and 
whether teachers will be content to 
remain in them, rests with the qual¬ 
ity of the individual. 

A rural school teacher is far from 
being an object of compassion. Nor¬ 
mally, she has it within her power to 
become an immensely . popular per¬ 
son, wielding real influence in the dis¬ 
trict. The destiny of a group of child¬ 
ren is in her hands from grade to 
grade. She is in strong position to 
mould character and to establish real 
contacts. Every rural community has 
an active Social life, which as a rule 
the teacher thoroughly enjoys. 

Neither is she to be pitied finan¬ 
cially. Any profession which can 
turn out a young girl of nineteen, 
able to command a salary of $1200, 
is not a down-trodden profession. The 
present financial weikness lies in the 
fact that years of service and excel¬ 
lent work are not proportionately re¬ 
warded. 

The public generally, feels certain 
sympathy with the attitude of many 
trustees who wish to retain the rights 
of hiring and firing. Very often, a 
district as a whole, has decided pref¬ 
erences in the matter of a teacher’s 
qualification^. Age, religious inclin¬ 
ation, musical gifts, etc., all have a 
bearing. 

Doubtless, however, these matters 
will have the consideration of a cen¬ 
tral board. And if the Baker Act can 
bring about a permanency, a high 
standard of work and a weeding out 
of the really ineffiicent, lesser mat¬ 
ters will adjust themselves; and real 
food will be attained.

Below we print extracts of H- W. 
Wood’s addrses on Wheat Pool and 
Pool methods. 

In 1924 the Canadian Wheat Pool 
began operation. From the very be¬ 
ginning its management has also 
been along sane, practical, business 
lines. The growth has been gradual; 
at times it even seemed slow, but it 
has been healthy from the begining. 
To the onlooking outside world it is a 
marvql—the most spectacular devel¬ 
opment in the business world. But to 
some t)f our own people, who seem to 
have little or no realization of what 
is involved, and who seem to revolt 
against the idea of sustained effort, 
we appear to be sluggish and old- 
fashioned. They are clamoring for[ 
something easier—something quicker. 

We have recently heard a great 
deal about a 100 per cent. Pool by 
legislation. I am not disposed to 
harshly criticize the advocates of this 
new idea—or sentiment. A “100 per 
eent Pool,” is such a fine and lofty 
ideal that the little modifying clause, 
“by legislation,” is quite likely to slip 
by unnoticed—a harmless thing that 
will enable us to reach our objective 
more easily and quickly than we oth- j 
erwise Would. 

A wholesome Pool, fed continually 
by the clear waters of voluntary free 
citizenship, completely cleansed at 
definitely stated intervals, has lost its ; 
attraction. They want to pollute and 
stagnate these waters With legislative 
curtailment of citizenship rights, j 
They are tired of a Pool. They want j 
a Puddle! 

As near as I can state the case this • 
is exactly what the “100 per cent, 
advocates are asking for. If the Gov¬ 
ernment passes legislation compelling 
all growers to sell their wheat 
through the so-called 100 per cent. 
Pool, the contract is at once vitiated, 
and the grower will deliver by virtue 
of the legislative mandate and not by 
virtue of the contract. There will no 
longer be a voluntary Pool. Nq wheat 
grower under this legislation 'Will be 
a free man with free 'citizenship 
rights. • The present contract signer 
will be bound exactly the same as the 
non-contract signer. We will all be 
in a trade slave pen together. Our 
freedom will have ceased; our devel¬ 
opment in learning to do things by 
doing them will also have ceased. So 
far as real progress is concerned we 
will be further back than we were in 
1923. 

Supposing that after the expiration 
of the present contract period, all 
growers being bound by compulsion 
to deliver, we abandon thid’ contract 
entirely and give each grower the 
right to participate in the manage¬ 
ment. In this event, unless there is a [ 
miraculous change in the sentiment, 
of the wheat growers of Western 
Canada, there will be an overwhelm- j 
ing majority opposed to the institu- [ 
tion into which they have been forced. 
Could we hope, under these condi¬ 
tions, to get the co-operative team¬ 
work and efficiency that We are gett¬ 
ing at the present time under a pure¬ 
ly voluntary arrangement? tould 
we hope for anything except confus¬ 
ion and failure?

U F A RESOLUTION 


FOR RENT 


The following resolution seemed to 
express the unanimous sentiments of 
the U.F.W.A. convention: 

(a) That the practice of_ subsidiz¬ 
ing Various organizations for the pur¬ 
poses of immigration be discontinue^./ 
and that only the agents appointed 
directly by the Federal Government 
shall be authorized to carry on this 
work. 

(b) That the Federal Government 
shall co-operate with the different 
provincial governments to the great¬ 
est degree possible to the end that 
only -those immigrants may enter 
each province as may be usefully as¬ 
similated during each year. 

(c) That no financial assistance be 

granted actual or prospective immi¬ 
grants, either by way of assisted pas¬ 
sage, or of land settlement.; > 

(d) That all immigration shall be 

strictly selective, based upon the ra¬ 
cial possibilities of assimilation, the 
physical, mental and moral qualties 
of the applicant, and the willingness 
of each to assume the full responsi¬ 
bilities of Canadian citizenship, and 
further, that no discrimination be 
practised as between occupations, 
save that brought about by the pros¬ 
pective employment which may be in 
view.’’ |

Health Campaign,” this winter! Simi¬ 
lar campaigns have been conducted 
successfully in other provinces, 
through the agency of the Canadian 
Dental Hygiene Council, And by 
invitation from the board of the Al¬ 
berta Dental Association, an intensive 
course of instruction will be conduct¬ 
ed shortly in this province. 

Co-operating in order to make this 
campaign of definite benefit to every¬ 
one and especially to the children of 
Alberta, are many powerfu] organi¬ 
zations of the ^-province. 

The Department of Health is throw 
ing all its resources into the effort, 
and the Department of Education al¬ 
so has notified all school inspectors 
and teachers of the contemplated 
programs. 

The province is divided into 21 dis¬ 
tricts, with a chairman in each dill* 
trict, who maps out his area, as re¬ 
gards territory, population to be con¬ 
sidered, etc. 

The aim is to reach as many child¬ 
ren as possible. Op the program of 
work for this educational and hygen- 
ic movement, are lecturers on oral 
fiygiene, charts, moving picture films, 
essay contests, etc. The chairman of 
each district may learn from the 
school inspector, the number of child¬ 
ren available for examination in his 
district, and in so far as is possible, 
an effort will be made to have practi¬ 
cal examination of children’s teeth.

Col. Ralston, Canadian Minister of 
National Defense, speaking for the 
Dominion on Monday at the confer¬ 
ence in London, said: 

“Let me say, that in no part of the 
Empire could there exist greater de¬ 
votion and affection to our sovereign 
than in Canada, where the descend¬ 
ants of two great races have, with 
those who come from time to time to 
our shores, united to develop and to 
preserve a nationality which rests 
for its harmony, its tolerance and its 
assurance of liberty on the freedom 
and security guaranteed by the Brit¬ 
ish crown. 

"Canada comes here with no as¬ 
sumption of undue prominence or im¬ 
portance. She hopes particularly for 
the opportunity to be useful and help¬ 
ful to those who will bear the burden 
of this great event. She is fully con¬ 
scious that she is so situated .as to be 
spared in some degree the anxiety 
which other nations experience re¬ 
garding security. At the same ‘time 
she has been, ready'to assume what 
she conceives to be her national re¬ 
sponsibility and has shared in full 
measure with the nations of the 
world the bitter experiences of war.- 

“And so, Canada joins with the na¬ 
tions assembled her? in the sincere 
and earnest hope that definite and 
practical results may be achieved on 
the questions which confront this con- 
feren^.”
